Potential 
implementation is considered for all research proposals reviewed by the 
Research Council. As a project progresses, the technical advisory 
committee (TAC) for that project continues to evaluate potential 
implementation of the research. Finally, at the completion of each research 
study implementation is again the primary focus of the TAC and the 
Research Council.

Product Evaluation Program 


The Product Resource Investment Deployment and 
Evaluation (PRIDE) Program coordinates the review and 


acceptance of new products for possible use by ADOT 
and maintains the Approved Products List (APL). Two 
committees provide the primary direction for the 
program. The Materials Product Evaluation Committee 
is chaired by State Materials Engineer, Jim Delton. The 
MatPEC directs the evaluation of products such as 
epoxies, retaining walls, drainage piping, joint sealers, 
patching materials, and detectable warning strips. The 
Traffic Control Product Evaluation Committee is chaired 
by State Traffic Engineer, Mike Manthey. The TCPEC 
directs the evaluation of products such as sign sheeting, 
crash absorption systems, striping materials, sign 
structures, and traffic signal components. 


Approved products are listed on the APL which is 
updated monthly. The APL provides an easy reference 
for hundreds of products that have been evaluated and 
approved by the product evaluation committees. The 
APL can be downloaded from the Internet at:
